The United States. 
PplHical aflfairs in tbo United 
States are approaching a orials whioh 
ib will require almoBt ' a miraclo to 
enable the country to pass through 
without suBtaining anolhor bloody- 
conflipt. No one who has observod 
the tone of the Aoieirioan press and 
road the ' speeoboa ' 'of Amerioan 
politicians of late, will have failed 
to notice the truculent character of 
the threats indulged in towards 
political opponents, and the language 
employed to describe the vices of 
antagonistic parties. Instead of poli- 
ticians and statOBmen relying on 
moral suasion for the redress of their 
wrongs, appeals are constantly made 
to the brace force of the nation to 
ram down the throats of the Governs 
mont the peculiar dogmas of a party 
and compel it to become the mouthr. 
pioco ot an unconstitutional conclave ; 
while, on the other side, the Govern- 
ment is boldly advisod by its Iricnds 
to cut clear of the majority and trust 
to bayonotH for a viotory. In other 
and happier times, iu tlio United 
States political questions wore decided 
by Iho ballot. Now»a-days such 
matters are left to tbo arbitrament 
of tbo bullet or cold steel. Since 
Johnson cnine to be President, the 
Adrainistnitioii and Congress have 
boon playing a giuiio of cross purposes 
on the reconsLruetioii of tbo Slates to 
the no small discredit of either. An 
appeal to tbo popular sentiment in 
the North resulted at Iho late 
elections in the defeat of tbo Presi- 
dent's policy, and with a majority of 
three to one — which they render 
eeoare by keeping the Southern re- 
presentatives out, Congress has 
decided lo examine iuto the 
official conduct of President Johuson, 
and, if deemed advisable, to prepare 
a ' Bill of Impeaohment. Who can 
say, under this state ot things, that a 
crisis is not approaching in America 
which may-^nay, is most likely to 
result in another disruption of that 
wonder among nations. Suppose the 
President were to submit to the pry- 
ing of a committee, and suppose 
that committee were to find that bo 
had been guilty of conduct justifying 
impeachment ? and suppose that tho 
President were to quietly submit to 
be driven trom tho White House a 
disgraced and perjured man — all 
would bo well with tho Eadicals and 
tho Eadical successor whom they 
might appoint in Mr. Johnson's 
stead. -But suppose that the PreBi'^ 
dont wore to deny tbo right of 
CongrosH, as now constituted, to en- 
quiro into his acts ; that be were to 
resist any effort to impeach and drive 
him from power, and wore to call on 
the bayonets of Grant and Sherman, 
and other gonorals who are fViciuUy 
to his policy to sustain him 1 What 
then ? With two-thirds of the people 
on one side, and tho President, back- 
ed by tho remainiog third and the 
army on tne other, who could 
estimate the blood and treasure th.it 
would bo poured out, who could foro- 
teil the result of the iratricidal strife 
that would surely eventuate ? We 
believe that the present Congress 
"Trill not adjourn without impeaching 
the Pros'dent ; and we do not 
believe that the President will 
vacate his chair upon the demand 
ot a Congrees that bo has over 
and over again declared to bo an 
illopnlly conetitutcd body without a 
desperate struggle, out of which the 
nation could not emerge with whole 
bones. 

A Urij^iKk! of Jiisliccs. 

Governor Scyniour has a[)uoiii tcti ;i 
small brigade of . Justices of tbo Peace. 
Should Ills J<].xcelletic3' make another 
equally numerous batch of appoint- 
ments, "J. P.'s" will bo moro numer- 
ous than " EsqH." JN'carly every jiri- 
vate residence, farmhou.'-.o and hotel 
in tho country will ho iin im- 
promptu Ciuirl-houHo, and about one- 
htlf of tho le.'iidents will bo mors 
tally offended if the other bait irrever- 
ently call them plain Smith or Jones 
without the prefix ot "Judge." Tho 
faollity with which "J udges" are made 
in this Colony reminds us of the atory 
of a Western traveller, who reached a 
small village one day and " put 
up" ,at the principal hotel. During 
thfli ovening he wos surprised to lind 
that oaoh townsman called tho 
other captain. As'tbe persons ho dis- 
tinguished were rather plain, farmer 
looking iiieu, the very rovorso, in 
appcaranco, of inililary characters, 
curiosity jiromptod our traveller 
whon settling i;: hill on tho following 
morning lo ask tho landlord bow it 
nppencd that there wore so inaiij' 
^iry men rejoicing in tho grade of 



men!" ejaculated Eonifaeo ; "they 
haint soger cap'ns: thar's afire com- 
pany in this 'era. town, and tho head 
man's called ^oajp'n ; every mouth 
that's an 'lection for officers, and tho 
'pointmeut 'a been pretty near all 
round the village a'rea'dyj the title lasts 
till tho man dies, whon it goes to his 
son and heir," Tho future traveller 
in British Columbia may be prompted 
to ask, when ho hoars a majority of 
tho male inhabitants called «' Judge," 
what they are judges of ?

Seriously, what does all this flummery 
mean ? 

The Yale IlcprcsciiiaMoii. 
Tbo resignation of Mr W^allaco causes 
a vacancy in tbo Yalo ileprcicntation, 
which should bo filled before tbo as- 
sembling of tbo Council. It is said 
that Dr Black, an ex-member from 
Cariboo, who was lately defeated for 
tho JNew Westminster District, has 
taken time by tho forelock, and has 
already secured sixty pledges. J\lr 
Barnard, of the Express, is understood 
to bavo aspirations for tho vacant 
seat; but is said to have como too 
late into tho field . Tho name of Capt. 
Doane, a clear-beaded Colonial man, 
with largo intoroats in tbo Colony, h;is 
been mentioned in connection with 
the vacant seat, but ho has not signiOod 
an intention to stand. Should ho con- 
sent, ho would " whip the Doctor out 
of his boots." Either the Captain or 
Air Barnard would make a good mem» 
borj but tho Doctor is so deep 
committed in favor of the lower river 
interests as to bo a thorough West- 
minster man. His return would, there- 
fore, bo prejudicial to tho interests of 
the Colony at large, and we hope that 
no eflfort will be spared by our Yale 
friends to defeat him.

1)011 niisuel, Ex-Ki»|? of Portugal. 

Don Maria Evinst Miguel, ex Iving of 
Portugal, whoso death is aunouneed by tho 
Oab;e, was born ul Lisbon, Oct. 26, 1802. 
Ho was the third sou of King John VI, and 
when sis yours old followed his parents to 
Brazil, where, in conarqueuco of his educa- 
tion being altogether noglcc'ed, he soon ex- 
hibited signs ol tlio worst charaelor. Hero- 
turned 10 Portugal in 1821, being unable to 
read and to write. Al tbo instigalion of hia 
mother he placed himself nl the head of tho 
clerical and absolulist jiurty. On Juno 2, 
1822, bo headed an unsuoccssful insancoiion 
^gainst bia lather. He was pardoned,, made 
anOlb'o'r insQr1rectionar)r attempt In 1822, was 
again pardoned, and even appointed Geacral- 
i.vsimo of llie I'orlugueso uriny. Soon after 
the aasassinatiou of the most inliniate coun. 
selor of the ICing, the Marrpiisot Soule, he 
started a third insurrection [A[iril 30, 1824|, 
imprisoned the Miiiistera and expelled hia 
father, who owed the realoratiou of his rule 
only to tie vigorous iuturferenco of the 
foieign Hinhiisssidors. Bon Miguel, banished 
together with bis-molher,' by a decree to 
.May 12tli, withdrew to Paris, and later to 
Vienna, where he showed a groat udniiratiou 
of tho policy ol Mellcrnick' 

Alter the dea'.h ol King John Vf. the 
legitimate heir, Don Pedro, Einpe:or ot 
lirax.il, ceded the throne of Portugal to Lis 
daughter, Maria La Uloaia, whose hand, to- 
gether with tho title of Eegent, he offered to 
Don Miguel, Tho latter accoptod and, after 
lung hesiiiition, consented to lake an oath 
npuii ihe C'oiislitiition. Snun, however, ho 
ilisaiis-ed the Cortes ami combined to get 
proclaimed King of Portugal by a part of thu 
constituent Ccrtes. At the same time he re- 
pudiated iho plan ol a marriage with his 
niece, who was provoniod from landing and 
eoiiipulled to repiiir to England. The parti- 
sans of Bonna iVlaria wore conquered and 
only matataiaed at tbe Island of Terceiro. 
Tbo brief teign of Don Miguel was signal- 
ined by the grosaept abuses, and tho army 
and llie liiuinees were in a most deplorable 
condition. In 18JI the cause of Donna Maria 
again begun to gain ground. 'I'bo French 
allied thuinselves with Donna .Maria and cap- 
tured the oniiro Portuguuae fleet. In 1833 
England also declared agaissl Bon Miguel, 
and General Villaflor cofilured Lisbon, alter 
a protracted slruu'glo near tho capital. JJun 
Miguel, on the 2I)ib ol May, 1831, signed the 
capitulation of lOvora. fieing lorever exiled 
from the kingdom, Don Miguel wont to 
Genoa, were ho issued a protest against the 
capitulatiua wrested irom him by t'orcci Be 
aubseqaently lepaired to Uome, wheru the 
Pope reooKnizeil him as King of Pi rtugal. 
Don .Miguel never abandoned the titlei Ou 
.■>e[ili'inht r 2-1, l.Sf)!, he married in Germany 
the Princess of LjweusteiD Werthtim-lloaeu- 
berg, by whom ha bad three daughters and 
a eon, Miguel, born September 19, 1858.
